Attitude of Democrats Toward 


Reservations May Deter- 


mine Treaty Fate

Washington.—Efforts to solidify the 


Democratic party in the senate so that 
the new treaty with Germany may at 
least be clarified before it is adopted 
are proceeding in such fashion as to 
indicate much more discussion over the 
pact than was at first anticipated. 


The Democrats have been working 


out a program in a number of private 
conferences and thus far the only con- 
elusion reached is that several reser- 
vations ought to be voted upon by 
the senate before ratification 
takes 


place. 
If the Republicans agree to 


those reservations the treaty will be 
ratified by an overwhelming 
vote. 


Otherwise, the Democrats may make 
a final effort to defeat 
the whole 


thing. 


These tactics are curiously like those 


followed by the 
Republicans 
when 


Woodrow Wilson submitted the treaty 
of Versailles. 
It was denied by the 


1:Republicans that they would block 
ratification or delay peace. 
It. was 


insisted that with the adoption of res- 
ervations, 
the 
treaty 
would 
go 


through. It was only after Mr. Wilson 
set himself against the Lodge reserva- 
tions that the opponents of the whole 
Versailles 
pact 
gained 
sufficient 


strength to defeat the treaty. 


The Democrats have thirty seven 


votes. If all voted alike, the Gorman 
treaty could be defeated. The defec- 
tion from the Republican ranks i? 
slight but might overcome the few 
Democratic votes that might be cast 
for the treaty. 


The situation is a serious one. in- 


V.T ..a much more alarming than was 
at first believed. While Senator Un- 
derwood, for instance, has said he 
might vote for the treaty, it cannot 
be said what his position will be if 
reservations .ire defeated. 


The program of reservations has not 


been completed. 
They may include 


some of the original points made by 
Senatqr Lodge and on which most of 
the Republicans voted favorably at one 
time. But on the other hand, the fight 
is in Its infancy and the Democrats 
have already pointed out that under 
the new pact Germany made no prom- 
ise to refrain from submarine warfare 
in the future nor did she obligate her- 
self as explicitly as might be desirable. 


Incidentally, the dispatch printed in 


the New York 
World 
Wednesday 


morning from Berlin stating that the 
German government had submitted a 
memorandum on the new treaty to 
the Reichstag has stirred up a. hor- 
nets' nest in the Democratic camp. 
That memorandum is said to voice the 
opinion that the new treaty is "full 
of holes" and that Germany has suc- 
ceeded in narrowing American rights 
to a point which makes 
thorn 
less 


valuable than those held by the allies. 


Democratic senators said they would 


call for the text of that memorandum 
for if the German government in ad- 
vance of ratification is interpreting 
the treaty less favorably than is Secre- 
tary Hughes, the American 
senate 


wants to know about it. 


If the Harding administration in- 


sists on the treaty 
going 
through 


without the dotting of an "i" or the 
crossing of a "t" the pact will face 
indefinite delay. If reservations are 
accepted, as seems likely, the treaty 
will be ratified at an early data.

Sometime it is said that there are perni- 


cious social consequences of the employ- 
ment of women, and in particular, that 
women become independent, learn to de- 
test domestic 
life and avoid 
marriage. 


Fairly considered, it is not apparent that 
any of these ills ensue. 


Women should have individuality and 


independence iu the home, and whatever 
freedom or self-relieiu-e they acquire in 
business equips them better to preserve 
that courtesy in the home which perpetu- 
ates respect. 
Business women who wish 


to h?ne homes of their own do not curb 
their inclination nist to stay at work. In 
fact, the federal statistics show that 1.- 
0<"lO.OO'~> women resigned their positions 
last year to marry, and that most working 
women regard their employment only as 
temporary.

Er/br-reer wa.s of th^ opinion that, ilar-* 


shal Foch hoped the signing of the armis- 
tice would be delayed, so that the armies 
would keep moving and over-run a con- 
siderable part of Germany. He thought, 
too. that if the envoy were somebody who 
had taken an active part in the war. the 
sitmincr vould have been postponed pur- 
posely until Germany was invaded. 


Tlip Yossidie Zeitung of Berlin vouches 


for the nuth-nticity of this version of the 
armistice. 
It breaks down the Prussian

CORNARO, WHO ATE MITCH 


Luigi Cornaro, (born 1464, died 
15K6), was 
a 


good practical joctogenarian with a good practical 
test for the great sermon he preached and lived: 


• \Vhosover wishes to eat much must eat little." 
Like all oi"her heralds of health and longevity be- 


fore and since his time. Coinaro gave neither of 
these questions consideration until he had attained 
the thoughtful age of SO. 
By the time a man turns 


40 he begins to live or he begins to die. Too many 
of us. aln«s. are half dead even hofore \ve reach the 
great ttirnms point 
Cornaro could mount his horse 


unaided when he was ovei SO. he had all his senses 
intact, as well as his U'eth and his voie° and his 
legs and his mind—for he .sang and walked hours 
even day. and wrote with his own hand as much 
as eicht hours a day—when he was past 90. Yet 
in his >outh he was, like our beloved Roosevelt, a 


! we.'.klmg. though he did not undertake the rebuild- 


ing of his own constitution so eariv as the great 
American did 
Not only his physical health was 


iexonerated by the adoption of an orderly, temper- 
ate life after 40, but his vei y temper changed from 
an unhappy, choleric disposition to a cheerful, hope- 
ful and eminently religious mind. Cornaro remained 
young in mind and never grew into dotage, he was 
not the sort of old man that people venture to pet 
and patronize. 


Throughout his later decades Coinaro confidently 


anticipated attaining the century mark; and he felt 
equally certain that he might have extended this 
span many more years had he not wasted his youth 
in intemperate living. Just how serious these ear- 
lier excesses were it is difficult to know; from the 
man's allusions to them one gathers that he refers 
to overindulgence in food and drink, chiefly, if not 
entirely. 
Still, immorality and its attending dis- 


eases were far more common then than even today, 
and possibly Cornaro erred in more than intemper- 
anee in eating and drinking when he was a young 
man. 


Another queer thing about these srreat heralds of 


longevity is that we are told so little concerning 
their wives and children. Cornaro's wife survived 
him, and reached nearly his own age. yet nary a 
word about her or her plan of living do we learn, 
save that her old age was as happy and dignified 
as his own, and her serenity of soul and anticipa- 
tion of the hereafter as fine afid solacing as her 
illustrious husband's. 


For many years Cornaro's daily ration consisted 


of not over 12 ounces of food and. except the months 
of July and -Yugust. about 14 ounces of wine. Still 
later he reduced his ration still further and found 
that this actually gave him greater energy.

Partly fill a glass with 
this solution, invert the tumbler upon a plate cov- 
ered with white blotting pnper, place a match stick 
under one eds;e of the tumbler. Set this hail where 
the flies can reach it.

All 
year round, the 264 acres of Exhibi- 
tion City on Lake Ontario stand prac- 
tically deserted, with only, caretakers 
to keep the buildings, fountains, band 
stands, lawns and flower beds in trim. 
But all the time the b'oard of direc- 
tors of the exhibition and their com- 
mittees are working^ The day after 
the exhibition closes the heads begin 
considering improvements for 
next 


year. To be on the board is one of the 
most important honors Toronto can 
confer upon her leading citiaens. The 
city is proud of the record that it has 
kept politics out of its exhibition. 


When the affair opens, visitors pour 


into the city. 
They come not only 


from all over Canada, but from every 
state in the Union, and even a good 
many trom South America and other 
more distant countries, for the Can- 
adian National Exposition is famous 
for being a model fair. 


The fair grounds present the sort 


of panorama of any big exposition. 
There are long streets with more tnan 
a hundred stands running

AT LEAST IT "GOT RKSUMK" 


Boston's celebrated "tea party," which was held 


December 1R, 1773, has within recent years been 
th* subject of attack by iconoclasts 
Not content 


with branding as a myth the story of George 
Washington and the cherry tree, and casting reflec 
t.ons on Paul Revere, the famous equestrian hero, 
the idol-smashers have sought to prove that the 
tra party was, in fact, a beer party. It was not 


! the spirit of patriotism, but the spirits imbibed in 


John Duggan's- tavern which animated the immor- 
tal fi2 disguised as Indians, according to the asser- 
tion ma.de hy a. member of the United States con- 
irrf.-s a few years ago. This assertion naturally 
arou.'ied much indignation, and a great mass of evi- 
dence in rebuttal has been offered. 


According to the. defenders of the tea party, John 


DiiKgan, the saloon keeper who is Bftjd to have sup- 
plx-d th-- beer which fired the patriotism of the 
drinkers thrreof, was only seven years old at the 
time of the Boston occurrence, and, moreover, was 
M i l l in Ireland. 
Mr. Duggan, who later sold li- 


quor refreshments to the thlraty of Boston town, 
wat- born in 17SO, and did not come to America un- 
t,l many years afte.r the tea Incident. Admitting 
thesf la'ctr,, the allegations of the iconoclasts, din- 
P'ovd in one important particular, fall flat, unless 
n car, be Hhown that another John TiiiKBan con- 
ducted the thirst parlor of Boston.

Dr. Warren is a big man with gray- 


black hair and smiling brown eyes. 
He. has a soft, persuasive tone. 
He 


is in his fifties. Formerly he was a 
Baptist minister, but for years his 
work, now combined with the Save-a- 
Life league, has been non-sectarian 
in what he calls "the Parish 
of All 


Strangers." 


"There isn't any magic about my 


work of preventing people from com- 
mitting suicide," he said, "1 haven't 
any patent on the system. Anybody 
can do it. Be friendly and patient and 
study the temperament of the tempted 
person. You have got to appeal to him 
on his own ground." 


Love Cases Worst 


Love cases are the hardest to deal 


with, says Dr. Warron. They require 
the greatest diplomacy.
